Official: FBI 
gave $25,000 
to van der Sloot

The FBI paid Joran van der Sloot $25,000 
in an undercover investigation of a plot 
to extort money from Natalee Holloway’s 
mother, a federal law enforcement official 
told CNN on Wednesday.

Attorneys Office in 
Alabama arranged 
for a meeting where 
an undercover agent 
paid van der Sloot 
$10,000 in cash and 
another $15,000 in

It’s unclear if that money funded van 
der Sloot’s trip to Colombia and into Peru 
where authorities said he confessed this 
week to killing 21-year-old Stephany Flores. 

Van der Sloot, a Dutch citizen, twice was 
arrested in connection with the 2005 dis- 
appearance of Holloway but was released 
for lack of evidence. 

The information van der Sloot provided 
to the FBI was not true, according to an 
Interpol document obtained Wednesday 
by CNN. 

This week Alabama authorities filed ex- 
tortion and wire fraud charges against van 
der Sloot. 

On or about March 29, van der Sloot 
contacted a representative of Holloway’s 
mother, Beth Holloway, the Interpol docu- 
ment states. 

That came as a shock to Natalee Hollo- 
way’s father, Dave Holloway. 

CNN spoke with Dave Holloway’s 
attorney, Vinda de Sousa, in Aruba on 
Wednesday. 

“Shocked, saddened,” the attorney said 
when asked if he knew about the deal. 

Van der Sloot and Beth Holloway’s rep- 
resentative met in Aruba, where a payment 
of $10,000 was made to him, followed by 
a transfer of $15,000 to a personal bank 
account in the Netherlands, the Interpol 
document states. 

In exchange, van der Sloot showed the 
representative a house where Natalee 
Holloway’s remains supposedly were, ac- 
cording to the document. When records 
showed that the house wasn’t even built 
at the time of her disappearance, van der 
Sloot admitted he lied, Interpol said.

My yard will be 
the death of me 


Medusa was back—and after my family. 

Not the Gorgon from Greek mythology. Rather her namesake, the 
plant/monster that climbs up the side of an archway at the entrance 
to our backyard and then coils above it in an unruly mass that warns 
outsiders: You are entering the home of people who have little to no 
control over their lives. 

I don’t blame Medusa alone for our state of affairs. I blame the 
entire plant kingdom. 

If there’s one thing I’ve learned since owning a backyard full of 
weeds, it’s that I’d rather there were bears back there. You can stop 
bears by chopping off their heads. Or, more cruelly, by naming an 
underperforming sports team after them so they slink away in shame. 

But you can spend entire weekends in your yard hacking away at 
every protruding green thing. It doesn’t matter. They will return. It 
will end in tears. These tears will land on the protruding green things, 
causing them to grow more. 

Sometimes the things aren’t green. We have mushrooms in one 
corner. They grow in a ring. It looks like a mushroom cult. One day I'll 
return home to see they’ve convinced my impressionable young son to 
join them. 

We also have a 3-foot-by-2-foot ant colony. My wife tried all-natural 
remedies, which involved sprinkling on the colony types of food no 
ants except the ones in our yard can tolerate. Now we still have ants 
but not much food. 

So we decided to buy ant poison, which should just be called 
“poison.” The warning label essentially tells you to wear a Hazmat 
suit. I’ve been selected as the person in my family to administer the 
poison, but I am stalling until I reach an age at which I don’t mind 
dying. 

People talk about becoming “one with nature.” The people who 
say that don’t have yards. When I’m out there, in 90-degree heat with 
the Hazmat gear on, there’s no oneness. I pretend I hear the plants 
screaming as I bring my garden shears to their necks. My only regret 
is they don’t bleed. 

But the last laugh is always on me. We gave Medusa a trim this 
spring. A month later, she hadn’t just grown back, she’d let herself 
hang down. And she was usually wet. Passing by her, which we did 
every day, was like walking through a car wash. 

Last weekend, we went to Minnesota, where people like nature. 
Maybe the plants were kinder, we hoped. 

My in-laws, meanwhile, who had fled the Soviet Union, paid a visit 
to Medusa. 

They destroyed her. 

I opened the bag containing her remains this morning. “I’m sorry,” 
I said. 

To which she hissed, “Not as sorry as you will be a month from

Don’t be surprised if you soon see mayhem 
in Chicago. A massive emergency response 
exercise is scheduled for the area beginning 
Sunday and continuing through June 17. 

The practice events spread over five days 
will include a simulated commercial airplane 
crash, a simulated rail-car evacuation and a 
simulated terrorist attack. 

Road closures and detours are possible. 

“Tt is a full-scale exercise, so residents can 
expect to see emergency responders look- 
ing and acting as if this was a real homeland 
security/domestic response mission,” the II- 
linois Army and Air National Guard said in 
a statement. 

The exercise will begin Sunday with 
a simulated jetliner crash in Oak Lawn, 


“with debris and mass casualties scattered 
throughout the area,” said Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam Enyart of the Illinois National Guard. 

On Wednesday, the Bensenville area 
also will be the site of numerous simulated 
terrorist attacks “including takedowns of 
suspected terrorists,” simulated building 
collapses and mass decontamination and 
medical care by the National Guard. 

At the same time, Rush University Medi- 
cal Center in Chicago will receive “suspect- 
ed biological agent patients to decontami- 
nate and medically evaluate.” 

On Wednesday evening, the CTA will 
stage a rail-car evacuation SWAT incident at 
15th and Clark streets. Police K-9 units will 
detect “simulated explosives manufactured 
by a terrorist group on a CTA train.

Coast to coast, women ruled. 

In an election year filled with female candidates, 
Tuesday turned out to be a big night as two busi- 
nesswomen captured the Republican nominations 
for Senate and governor in California, a female state 
lawmaker prevailed in the GOP Senate primary in 
Nevada and a South Carolina legislator brushed aside 
allegations of infidelity to grab the commanding spot 
in the GOP gubernatorial runoff. 

Not to be undone, Arkansas Sen. Blanche Lincoln, 
a two-term lawmaker, scored a narrow victory over 
a liberal Democrat in a Democratic primary runoff. 
She quickly pivoted to taking on Republican Rep. 
John Boozman. 

With fresh November matchups set, Democrats 
wasted little time propping up three of their most 
vulnerable Senate incumbents while criticizing their 
newly minted GOP opponents as too extreme for 
the country. Republicans returned the criticism as 
general election campaigns got under way across the 
country. 

The unpopular Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
now is squaring off against a tea party-backed Repub- 
lican, Sharron Angle, and the vulnerable California 
Sen. Barbara Boxer faces Carly Fiorina, the former 
Hewlett-Packard chief executive.

A few years later and free to do what- 
ever he wants as dNIBe Entertainment's 
flagship artist, Rhymefest sounds lib- 
erated. “One Arm Push Up” and “Talk 
My Shit” bounce with a ferociousness 
rarely found on “Blue Collar,” and lyri- 
cally, Rhymefest has no problem asserting his independence from 
Kanye. On “Truth On You,” he gives it to his fellow Chicagoan, spit- 
ting, “Kanye done take that ‘Jesus Walks’ money and ran the hell 
off,” “You try to write a book on Twitter and it’s a tell-all.” Among the 
highlights is the horn-flavored “Prosperity,” in which Rhymefest ru- 
minates on what people are willing to do for security, and the swag- 
gering “Give It To Me,” featuring a blazing guest turn from Saigon. 
Sonically the ability to do whatever he wants backfires in the sense 
that “El Che” goes a couple steps past “varied” and toward “incon- 
sistent.” Even if the hard-edged “Chicago” doesn't fit with the corny 
“Chocolates,” it’s cool to see Rhymefest get another chance to do it, 
and do it his way. —MaATT PAIS
